MARYSVILLE, Cal., April 28.—Rich

28.— Major 


General Fitzhugh Lee. TJ. S. Army, re- 
tired, was stricken with apoplexy, the 
entire left side being affected, at 3 
o'clock this morning. 


General Lee was on a train en route 


from Boston to Washington. The train 
had just left Harlem River when the 
stroke came. The train -bearing the 
General arrived in Washington shortly 
after ten o'clock. 


Under the direction of Major Kean 


U. S. A. of the Surgeon General^ office, 
the patient was removed' to Provi- 
dence Hospital. 
The news of the General's condition 
had preceded him to Washington •and 
many of his army and personal friends 
were at the Pennsylvania station, to 
meet him. 
Included among them 
Major 
Michie. of the army general staff, Ma- 
jor Kean and Major Mason of the 
medical department. Dr. St. George 
Tucker, of George Washington Univer- 
sity; Dr. Holmes Conrad of Virginia, 
and B. F. Fowle, , 
Dr. Tucker invited General Lee to 
occupy quarters at his residence here. 
The general was conscious ind receiv- 
ed JDr. Tucker in the car when the in- 
vitation was extended. 
He replied 
smilingly: "I mm in 
charge of this man Kean, and iie.wys 
I must go to the hospital, and I guess 
I. win have to acquiesce,

services of whatever nature are even 
better than those of the East.

n the matter was made by Attorney 
Fry this morning on behalf of'Frend- 
sen and he contends that the ordi- 
nance is one contrary to public policy 
and does not come within the powers 
of a police regulation, but is a tax for 
revenue and as such, the Council has 
10 right to pass it. ' 
The powers of the Council are limit- 


ed to the passage of police regula- 
tions. The licensing of a saloon is a 
police regulation according to his ar- 
•ument. 
It is a privilege that may 


ie withheld or given as seen fit by the 
CouncU, but not so with the licensing 
of a cement wagon. The driver of-such 
a vehicle has a right to drive his wag- 
on and.may demand a license. Under 
such a head this tax becomes one for 
revenue. As the Council may only tax 
privileges and not such occupations as 
it may not stop the right to tax these 
wagons it is claimed falls outsid-e of 
its powers. • 
Another point made in this connec- 


tion is the fact that it is unjust in its 
discrimination. It is alleged that if the 
driving- of vehicles is to be taxed this 
should be done regardless of the kinfi 
of vehicle. It is claimed that where 
the Council made a distinction anc 
taxed a cement wagon but said nothing 
about a lumber -wagon, it made a pro- 
vision directly against the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which de- 
clares that laws must be uniform. 
"We claim," said Fry, "that 
the 


Council when It singled out cement 
coal, manure, and dirt wagons and 
placed a tax upon these wagons in the 
first place had no right to make such a 
law; in the second place that It i 
unconstitutional because it is not uni 


I form and is generally against public 


policy as the movement of these mate 
rials is a public necessity." 
• 
The District Attorney's office had no 


been apprised of the nature of the ap- 
peal and the matter was allowed to 
go over for a week in order* to give 
Deputy T. W. Harris time to study up 
the case and prepare himself to combat 
the arguments set forth.

The New Bicycle Ordinance. 


The new bicycle ordinance which the Ordinance and Judiciary 


Committee has decided to report to the Council for passage is another 
case of a mouse being born of the travail of a mountain. It is such 
a plain evasion of a public duty that one wonders why so much^ pains 
were taken to sit on an egg which, was destined to be addled in the 
beginning. 
It is an exhibition of moral cowardice worthy only the 


contempt of robust minds. In plain English a compact body of wheel- 
men have, for the half-dozenth time, overawed the Council, not by the 
force or the justice of their arguments, but by the pertinacious and 
united front they present in their demand for an unjust and unlawful 
use of the sidewalk at the expense of the pedestrians to whose ex- 
clusive use the sidewalks are dedicated by law and custom 


The ne\\ ordinance prohibits wheeling on the sidewalks within 


the fire limits. Win it did not prohibit bicycle-riding on Lake Merritt 
is a wonder. Such' a prohibition would have been no more farcical 
than the provision requiring bic} clers to dismount when approaching 
a pedestrian. Long experience has demonstrated that such provisions 
are treated with contempt. The present ordinance requires bicyclers 
to either turn out or dismount when passing a pedestrian, but the 
requirement is a dead letter. The police make no effort to enforce it 
and a large proportion of bicyclers make no pretense of complying 
with it. Indeed, the person bold enough to remind them of it is apt 
to be insulted and abused for his temerity. The wheelman can say 
what he pleases to .the footman with impunity because he can get away 
before anything can be done. 


Besid'es, public officials are habitually guilty of violating the, dis- 


mount or turn out provision of the bicycle ordinance. The writer has 
frequently seen policeman off duty and in plain clothes pedalling by 
pedestrians in happy disregard of the law they were supposed to en- 
force 
He has seen an official connected with the police court violate 


the ordinance three times in as many blocks. Furthermore, the fines 
imposed for violating the ordinance have been usually of such a 
trifling character as t< give arrests an opera boufte character. Police- 
men are instructed to take $2 bail on the street and let offenders go. 
In consequence, the majority of those taken to the police station are 
poor bo>s and girls, whose arrest excites commiseration. It is the 
natural result of a fr.rcical enforcement of a farcical ordinance. 


It is strange that a little common sense cannot be applied to this 


question 
Of course some backbone is also necessary. The courts 


have fixed the legal status of a bicycle as a vehicle 
As such it has 


no moral or legal right on the sidewalks, which are sacred to pedes- 
trians 
Notwithstanding the sophistry of certain bicycle riding attor- 


neys the Council has no power to give wheelmen the privilege of 
using the sidewalks. The only thing it can do is to grant immunity 
from punishment for an invasion of a pub.ic right which is inviolate 
by virtue of an authority higher than any conferred on municipal legis- 
latures 
By refusing to providf proper penalties for misusing the side- 


walks the Council has virtually given bicyclers the right of way on that 
portion of the highway dedicated to the exclusive use of pedestrians 
over those possessing the only legal nght to use them. The Council 
has again yielded to the pressure of village politics, and in so yielding 
has decided that Oakland shall retain the sta.tus of a village. Only 
villages permit bicycles to be ridden on the sidewalks and cows to 
roam in the streets.

An AH Night Ferry Service. 


The Merchants' Exchange is again agitating the subject of an all- 


night ferry service. It is an agitation that may not provoke an im- 
mediate response, but will in time bring about beneficial results. 
Therefore it is neither untimely nor wasted effort. 


An all-night ferr> service is a growing necessity. It has been 


requested from time to time during the past dozen years, but the ferry 
companies have thus far declined to inaugurate one on the ground 
that it would not pay. The ground stated is probably true, but the 
community on this side of the bav feels the necessity for an all-night 
service nevertheless. We do not have one because public convenience 
does not square with the profit and loss accounts of the ferry com- 
panies. 
' 


While it is unreasonable to expect public service corporations to 


accommodate the public at a loss, it must be borne in mind that the 
ferry business is not to be segregated in particular divisions of the 
twentv-fours. At times the boats are overcrowded, at others they are 
not a quarter loaded. The ferry companies owe something to the 
public. If the profits of each trip during certain hours of the day are 
excessive, they can afford to make two or three unprofitable trips a 
other hours. Public convenience has some claims on corporations 
granted the use of the public streets to furnish rapid transit accommo 
dations. 


Nevertheless, it is not to be expected that either of the companie; 


will put on an all-night service unless there is a considerable traffi 
to warrant it. A necessity for an accommodation should exist befon 
it is extended. The necessity for an all-night ferry service is in a sens 
debatable, because, in the absence of such a service, it is next to im 
possible to tell how many would avail themselves of it. The Mer 
chants' Exchange is wisely trying to collect all the available informa 
tion on this point, and the inquiry promises to make a showing favor 
able to the increased service. 


It is the experience of all communities that a night service i 


growing communities develops traffic. 
It creates business. We be 


lieve an all-night service between San Francisco and Oakland would 
soon develop a traffic of large proportions that would in time become 
profit-producing. 
We do not believe such a service would pay at 


present, but as we said before, the ferry business is not to be split up 
in s-ections of the day or night, but, as a commercial enterprise existing

Instruction 
Therefore 
Instead of 
clubs we find in Paris a few 'salons', in 
which literary men 'connoisseurs,' and, 
generally speaking, appreciative gen- 
tlemen and ladies, are welcomed and 
entei tamed 
'The development of such 'salons' is 
a part of the history of Fi ench litera- 
ture 
Their activities were unreason- 


able and ndiculous sometimes, as we 
can see in Les Femmes Savants or Les 
Precieuses Ridicules of Moliere, but, 
upon the whole, they helped in train- 
ing up the literary taste of the Na- 
tion 
In the eighteentn century, prin- 


cipally such 'salons' as those ot Mad- 
ame du DefCand Mademoiselle de Les- 
pmasse Madame 
Geoffrin, possessed 
great influence over the contempora- 
ry literature 


But, 
all along the nineteenth century 
then influence declined progressively 
We see in 1 Immortel,-1 a novel of Al- 
phonse Daudet published in 1880 that 
twenty-five years ago, they were nbt 
doing anything but intriguing and ca- 
balling m fa\oi of some literary men, 
against somfe others, making and un- 
making Academicians And, a few 
years later, in le Monde ou Ton s'en- 
nuie 
the comedy written In 1891 by 
Eduard Pailleion, we can observe a 
new tumble of French literary 'salons , 
and then cancatural Imitation by pro- 
vincial society 
However in t'ne contemporary Paris 


•there are still many llterarv 'salons 
left 
as illustrious 
and 
ineffective, 


bright and useless survivors of a glo- 
rious past 
The house of Prlncesse 


Mathilde who died recently, was the 
most famous of them all 
' But too many 
'salons' stand in 
competition so that they neutralize 
each other 
In front of them against 
them new groups and new influence 
rose up literary circles which do not 
concert with society people any long- 
er [ literal y critics wnose criticisms 
bring success or failure to the books 
increase 
of 
literary 
Industrialism, 


which by means 
of announcements 


and puffs, widens the circle of readers, 
and quickly withdraws all literary in- 
fluence from the narrof sets 
More- 


over the contemporary yvriters do not 
caie so much as their pri-decessors for 
emmme suffrages and one after an- 
ther, desert the llterarv 'salons' 
Therefore 
salons' now-a-days, in- 
stead of presiding over literary actlv- 
ty of oiu time and possessing in- 
fluence over the minds of the writers, 
give themselves to trifles, and divert 
themselves with childish or complicat- 
ed amusements 
The hostesses of such 
salons' are no longer ladies of a good 
iterary taste 
but simply leaders of 
snobs 
liking eccentricity more than 


or gmality."

NEW YORK, April 28.—John C. Brod- 


head ol Kingston, N. T., one of the heirs 
of the Brodhead estate, of which Frank 
G. Bigelow of Milwaukee was a trustee 
has just started for Wisconsin from this 
city. Concerning the affairs of the estate 
he said: 
' 


"Though several statements have al- 
ready been imputed to me concerning the 
Bigelow failure, I have made none unti 
the present. 
Edward. H. Brodhead, who 
was my uncle, died in 1S90, leaving about 
$1,400,000. About 
$500,000 was 
shortly 
thereafter distributed under the provisions 
o£«he -will. The balance, with a present 
value of about $800,000, was put .under 
trusteeship for the benefit of myself and 
my children. The surviving beneficiaries, 
a.s"ide from myself, are my children. John 
C. Brodhead Jr. and Charles Brodhead of 
Kingston, Abraham D. Brodhead of New 
Falls, N. Y.. and Margareta F. Brodhead. 
together with the widow of my deceased 
son, W. T. Brodhead, and her daughter. 
Cornelia. 
"The estate included real estate valued 
approximately at $700,000 and $100,000 in 
bank stocks. 
Besides there was about 


$32,000 in cash derived from the sale of 
real estate and other sources in the hands 
of Mr. Bieelow. 
"I am advised by my lawyers in Mil- 
waukee that the real-estate is Intact, 
but as to the bank stock I know only 
what I have read In the press dispatches, 
which say that Bigelow made use of the 
stocks. Of the cash I may only assume 
that it was deposited in the bank to the 
credit of the beneficiaries under the trust. 
It will probably take a little time to dis- 
cover the status of the cash and securi- 
ties."

ISLAND OF PENANG, Straits Settle- 


ment, April 
28.—The British

the mill and its machinery were but a 
leap of ruins ar;d the property owned by 
Mrs. Rosseau waa damaged so badly that 
t is almost a totai loss. 
It is thought that the flre started in the 
old engine rooms of the mill, and when 
discovered it had .considerable headway. 
It. was not 'tea minutes before the light 
structure v,-as a sheet of flames, and it 
was with some difficulty that the five 
lorses which belonged to the ceremony 
and which were stabled in the rear, were 
brought out to a place of safety. 
Four lines of hose were run to the 
nnlding, and aside from the Rosseau 
jullding, the fire was confined to the 
mill alone. 
Mrs. Louise Rosseau lives 
n the upper story of her building and in 
trying to save some of her effects, she 
nearly lost her life, being carried from 
:he building by the firemen, who ran a 
adder to the second story window for 
that purpose. J. E. Grant, who conducts 
a cracker factory in the lower story of 
the Rosseau building, estimates his loss 
at several hundred dollars. 
The Bay Shore Lumber and Mill Com- 
pany is one of the oldest firms doing 
business in this city, and the mill was 
furnished 
throughout with the latest 
improved machinery. 
They< were manu- 
facturers of "ready-made" houses.
